I NFORMATI ON ON MARKETI NG 


Department of Agriculture Publishes 
Bulletin Showing Monthly Trend 
of Prices. 


(Pre pa re d by the Unite d Sta te s De pa rtme nt 
of A gricu ltu re. ) 
Farsighted farmers get more money 
for their live stock and crops by fol­ 
lowing the law of average prices in 
the marketing of their products than 
do those who 
ignore 
the seasonal 
price fluctuations. In the past one of 
the chief difficulties confronting those 
who wished to profit by such informa­ 
tion was that reliable figures which 
showed the monthly trend of prices fo r 
crops and Jive stock were not readily 
available. 
For that reason “ Market 
Statistics,” a 280-page bulletin pub­ 
lished by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, 
should 
prove 
especially valuable. It was prepared 
ny the bureau of markets and crop es­ 
timates. 
In the case of hogs, for example, ac­ 
tual average prices are given f o r each 
of the last eleven years, month by 
month, for several of the more im­ 
portant market centers. 
Tables show 
the average in on tidy prices for the 
eleven years combined. The man who 
ships hogs to Chicago can find out 
from a table in this bulletin that the 
average December price is 9 p<*r cent 
lower than the eleven-year average, 
n ie average September price is 8 
per cent above the eleven-year aver­ 
age. When comparing September, the 
highest month, with December, the 
lowest month, it is seen that the Sep­ 
tember price for the eleven years is 
19 per cent above the December price. 
W ith ‘ such information available one 
can often adjust his farm operations 
so as to get his stock ready for mar­ 
ket during the months of average high 
prlees. 
He niav also see where It 
would he profitable to hold his erops 
for marketing in months of higher 
than average prices! 
The bulletin gives such information 
for aJ 1 classes of live stoek, including 
hogs, cattle, sheep and their manu­ 
factured products. There are statistics

Spencer.- over fift> 
miles away ..w a s fraught with sonu 
danger. North ot Indianapolis White 
River is pointed by the cities 
of 
Xohlcsville, Anderson, Muneie 
and 
Winchester. 
According to the tests made b\ 
Diggs, White River appears to he 
the most badly poluted stream, judg 
ing from tlie urban population resid­ 
ing along its banks, from whieh s e w ­ 
age is carried 
away. However, in 
some 
places it 
is 
comparatively 
clean. It is comparatively free from 


d a n g e r o u s water at Muneie, Colum­ 
bus and at the month of tbe east 
fork. It contains the most sewage 
near the border *>t Monroe County. 
According to 
D ig g s, the Maumee 
river ¡at the state line eontnines a 
great amount of impurities. 
The 
Wabash is nearly as bad as the 
White river in some places, he said. 
“The conditions ot 
tin* streams 
vary at 
different times and it is 
hard 
to determine 
accurately the 
extent to whieh the stream is po 
luted,” he said. 
‘‘The division of 
engineering of 
the -tut«* department of con>ervatinn 
during the last tew months has been 
enabled to bring about a reduction 
in the sewage load in the stream 
at several points in the state." 
“There 
is considerable waste in 
the streams 
from factory by-pro­ 
ducts and the process of recovery 
is slow, for each waste requires a 
different 
treatment, arid usually 
d e m a n d s an investigation.” 
The 'wastes encountered in work­ 
ing with Indiana industries are ¡can­ 
ning industry, gas and coke, milk 
plants, meat packing and rendering 
plants, straw hoard and paper mills,

HOW AMATEUR CAN 
BUILD A RECEIVER 


Instructions for Setting Up the 
Antenna and tot Assembling 
the Tuner. 


In order to pick up sufficient energy 
with the simple radio receiving set 
it is necessary to connect one termi­ 
nal to an antenna consisting of one or 
more wires suspended in the air and 
insulated from all grounded material 
and the other terminal to a ground, 
usually the water supply pipe. 
The 
height of an antenna used with a 
small receiver should not be less than 
30 feet. 
As the received energy var 
ries directly as the height of an anten­ 
na, the higher the antenna the louder 
will be the signals or voice produced. 
The length of an antenna for short 
wave reception should not be less than 
50 feet nor should It be longer than 
200 feet. 
The minimum wave length 
to which a simple receiver can be 
adjusted for electrical resonance will 
be above that used by amateurs if 
the receiver be connected to an an­ 
tenna 200 feet or more in length. 
A simple radiophone receiver cap­ 
able of picking up radiophone sta­ 
tions similar to KDKA at East Pitts­ 
burgh, can he assembled by a novice 
for from 34 to $15, depending upon 
the builder's ability to use his bauds. 
If the builder will construct most of 
his apparatus he will appreciate It 
much more aud probably will under­ 
stand more about its operation than 
If he buys a set already made. How­ 
ever, for those who havo not the abil­ 
ity or the time to spend constructing 
their own apparatus the following de­ 
scription will not only give the details 
as to the construction of each com­ 
ponent part of a receiver but also 
what standard ready-made parts can 
be purchased and used in its stead. 
The material can be purchased at 
auy electrical supply store. 
In erecting a simple antenna for 
use with the receiver shown in the 
diagram, the antenna proper and the 
lead-in are of strunded hard-drawn 
copper wire, strand No. 22, costing 
about 1 cent per foot. The two insu­ 
lators are of molded materlul and cau 
he purchased for about 25 cents each. 
The antenna shown Is supported be­ 
tween a house and a pole. 
It may be 
found more convenient to support it 
between a tree and a house, two houses 
or even betweeu two chimneys on 
the same house. In bringing down the 
lead-in care should be taken that it 
is kept as far away from grounded 
material as possible and when bring­ 
ing through the wall or under the win­ 
dow into the house it should be brought 
through some sort of an insulating 
tube, such as rubber or bakelite. 
In making the ground connection 
the same kind of wire can be used as 
was purchased for the antenna. 
You 
cun clean a section of the waterpipe 
thoroughly and solder the ground wire 
to it. 


M AKING T H E TU N ER 
To make a tuner for this receiver, 
the following raw material will be re­ 
quired : 
Piece of cardboard tubing three 
Inches 
outside 
diameter 
and 
live 
Inches long, costing about 10 cents. 
100 feet No. 22 double cotton-cov­ 
ered magnet wire costing 25 cents. 
Standard slider (see sketch) for % 
by *4 brass rod, 40 cents. 
1 six-inch length of M by % brass 
rod (square) 20 cents. 
% 2 bincjiug posts (see sketch) 20 
cents. 
2 circular blocks of wood whose 
diameter is just equal to the inside 
diameter of the piece of cardboard 
tubing and between 3-8 and 1-2 inch 
thick. 
Some shellac or varnish is also re­ 
quired. 


Starting one-half Inch from one end 
of the curdboard tube wind on the 
No. 22 D. C. C. wire within oue-half 
Inch of the other end of the tube. 
Fasten one end of the winding to the 
tube but allow some surplus wire on 
the other end for making a connec­ 
tion. 
After the winding is in place 
give It a coat of shellac or varnish 
to hold the turns in place. Assemble 
the circular-cut pieces of wood iu the 
geometrical 
center 
of 
the

blocks and then shellac or varnish 
them for the appeuranee's sake. 
When thoroughly dry slip the two 
end blocks into the wound tube and 
by means of a few’ finishing brads 
driven through the cardboard tube, 
fasten the eud blocks to the wound 
tube. 
The slider is to be mounted 
on top of the coil and should be cap­ 
able of inuking contact with airy turn 
of the wire on the tube. 
In order to 
remove the insulation from the wire 
just under the rod where the slider 
moves buck aud forth, wrap a piece of 
sandpaper around a thiu piece of 
wood and using another piec^ of wood 
as a guide, sandpaper the Insulation 
from the winding. 
Drill a hole one- 
eighth inch in diameter through the 
slider rod about one-fourth Inch In 
from each end so that the rod can 
be fastened by screws to the eud 
blocks. After the slider rod is fastened 
iu place see that the contact finger 
on the bottom of the slider can at all 
times make giwtd contact with the 
winding. 
Mount a binding post on 
either end of the coil, attaching oae 
by means of a wire to the slider rod 
and the other to the end of the wire 
wound on the tube and the tuner *.s 
complete.

LINKING 
MOVIE AND RADIO 


British Scientists Have Some Success 
in Wireless Transmission of 
Motion Pictures. 


British scientists are reported to 
have met with more or less success in 
developing a method of transferring 
motion pictures 
by 
radio. 
Some 
months ago a photograph was trans­ 
ferred by wireless from the Copen­ 
hagen newspaper, the Politiken, to Eng­ 
land, and later from England to a ship 
in mid Atlantic, so that the possibil­ 
ity of linking the movies with the new 
art Is not remote. 
If perfected the new development of 
the already versatile art wdll make it 
possible for one to see on his own re­ 
ceiving instrument things that are hap­ 
pening at a great distance. 
For 
instance, a ship is sinking at sea. The 
transmitting station of the vessel, in­ 
stead of sending a message of the dis­ 
aster, sends a picture that anyone with 
a receiving set will be able to see just 
as the present broadcasting programs 
are beard. 
That all sounds remote now, but 
the telephone was considered even 
more so, and the wireless, even after 
Marconi’s 
immortal 
message 
had 
bridged the Atlantic, was generally be­ 
lieved to be akin to the Idea of per­ 
petual motion.

for th'eir live ;stock and crops by fol- 
lowing the law of average prices in 
the marketing of their products than 
do those who ignore the seasonal 
price fluctuations. In the past one of 
the chief difficulties confronting those 
who wished to profit by such informa- 
tion was that reliable figures which 
showed the monthly trend of prices for 
crops and live' stock were not readily 
available. For that reason "Market 
Statistics," a 280-page bulletin pul? 
lished by the United, States Depart 
ment of Agriculture, shoujd prove 
especially valuable. It was prepared 
oy the bureau of markets and crop es- 
timates. 
In the case of hogs, for example, ac- 


tual average prices are given for each 
of the last eleven years, month by 
month,-for several of the more .im- 
portant market centers. Tables show 
the average monthly prices for the 
eleven years combined. The man whp 
ships hogs to Chicago can find out 
from a table in this bulletin that the 
average December price Is 9 por cent 
lower than the eleven-year average. 
The average September price is 8 
per cent above the eleven-year aver- 
age AVhen comparing September, the 
highest month, with December, the 
lowest month, it is seen that the Sep- 
jtember price for the eleven years is 
19 per cent above the December price. 
With'such Information available one 
can often adjust his farm operations 
so as to get his stock ready for mar- 
ket during"the months of average high 
prices. He may also see where "It 
would be profitable to hold his crops 
for marketing in months of higher 
than average prices! 


The bulletin gives such information 


for all classes of live stock, including 
hogs, cattle, sheep and their manu- 
factured products. There are statistics

HOW AMATEUR CAN 


BUILD A RECEIVER 


Instructions for Setting Up the 


Antenna and fof Assembling 


the Tuner. 


In order to pick np sufficient energy, 


with, the simple radio'receiving set 
It is. necessary to connect one termi- 
nal to an antenna.consisting of one.or 
more wires suspended in the air and 
Insulated, from all grounded material 
and the other terminal to a ground, 
usually the water supply pipe. The 
height of? an antenna used with a 
small receiver should not be. less than 
30 feet. As the received energy va- 
ries directly as the height of an anten- 
na, the higher the antenna, 'the louder 
will be the signals or, voice produced. 
The length of an antenna for short 
wave reception should not be less than 
50 feet nor should it be longer than 
200 feet. The minimum wave length 
to which a simple receiver can be 
adjusted for electrical resonance will 
be above that used by. amateurs, if 
the receiver be connected to an an- 
teuna 200 feet or more In length. 


A simple radiophone receiver cap- 


able of picking up radiophone sta- 
tions similar to KDKA at East Pitts- 
burgh, can be assembled by a novice 
for from $4 to $15, depending upon 
the builder's ability to use his hands. 
If the builder will construct most of 
his apparatus he will appreciate It 
much more and probably will under- 
stand more about Its operation than 
if b,e buys a set already made. How- 
ever) for those who have not. the. abil- 
ity or the time to spend constructing 
their own apparatus the following de- 
scription will not only give the details 
as to the construction of each com- 
ponent part of a receiver but also 
what standard ready-made parts can 
be. purchased and used in its stead. 


The material can be. purchased at 


any electrical supply store. 


In erecting a simple antenna for 


use with the receiver "Shown in the 
diagram, the antenna proper and the 
lead-in are ol stranded hard-drawn 
copper wire,' strand No. 22, costing 
about 1. cent per foot. The, two insu- 
lators are of molded material and can 
be purchased for about 25 cents each. 
•The antenna, shown is supported be- 
tween a house and a pole. It may be 
found more convenient to support.it 
between a tree and a house, two houses 
or even between two chimneys on 
the same house. In bringing down the 
lead-in care should be taken that it 
Is kept as far away from grounded 
'material as possible and when bring- 
ing through the wall or under the win- 
dow into the house it should be brought 
through some sort of an insulating, 
•tube, such as rubber or bakellte. 


• In making the ground connection 
the same kind of wire, can be used as 
was purchased for the antenna. Ton 
lean clean a section of the waterpipe 
'thoroughly and solder the ground wire 
•to it

When thoroughly, dry slip the two 


end- blocks into the wound tube and 
by means of. a. few, finishing brads, 
driven through the cardboard: tube, 
fasten the end blocks, to the wound 
tube. The slider Is to be mounted, 
.on top of the coll and should be cap; 
able of making contact with any tupi 
of the wire on the tube. In order to 
remove the insulation from the wire 
just under the rod where the slider 
Amoves back and forth, wrap a/piece of 
sandpaper around a thin, piece of 
wood and using another, piece of wood 
as a guide, sandpaper the insulation 
from" the winding. Drill a hole one- 
eighth inch in diameter through the 
slider rod about one-fourth Inch In 
from each end so that, the rod can 
••be. fastened by screws, to. the end 
Blocks. -After the slider rod is fastened, 
in place see. that the contact finger 
on the bottom of the slider can at. all 
times make good contact with the 
winding. 
Mount a binding post on 


either end of the coil, attaching one 
by means of a wire to the slider rod 
<-and the other to the end of, tho wire 
wound on the tube and the tuner 5s 
complete. A. tuner can be purchased 
already assembled for about $3.30 to 
54.00.
